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FIRST-RATE MYSTERY AND ADVENTURE 


OLD HOUSE OF FEAR by Russell 
Kirk, 256 pages, Fleet Pub- 
lishing, N.Y., $3.95. 

Hugh Logan, a young American 
attorney, thought he was 
bound on an intriguing but 
more or less routine errand 
for his client. Old Duncan 
MacAskival, head of an iron 
works in Michigan, commission- 
ed his legal counsel to see 
what he could do to buy an 
ancestral castle on a lonely 
Scottish isle. Old Duncan’s 
inquiries to the proprietress 
of the Old House of Fear had 
brought only silence and then 
a cryptic, water-stained note. 
So Hugh Logan set forth on a 


journey that would bring him 
great danger, adventure, a 
protagonist before whom les- 
ser men cringed, and which 
would change Logan’s 1i fe. 
Reaching Carnglass, the 
site of the Old House, was no 
mean task in itself. And when 
Logan finally arrived, he 
found a besieged island in 
the hands of a mysterious 
Dr. Jackman and his queer 
band of cutthroats brought to 
the ancestral MacAskival home 
by a foolish old woman whom 
they now held under a strange 
spell. Hugh Logan also found 
Mary “MacAskival, a spritely 


Scottish miss who had diverse 








and wonderful ways of fight- 
ing the evil which had invad- 
ed her beloved Carnglass. 

That’s all we are going to 
tell you about the plot of 
Russell Kirk’s novel of mys- 
tery and adventure. But be 
assured that Ur. Kirk, one 
of our leading conservative 
teachers and philosophers, is 
also a fine novelist. The 
characters of OLD HOUSE OF 
FEAR are thoroughly believ- 
able; Carnglass is modeled 
after a real Scottish isle 
which Ur. Kirk knows well; 
and the story he weaves amid 
its rugged, seaswept crags is 
worthy of the old masters. 

If you are a mystery and 
adventure fan - and who isn’t 
— but are sick unto death of 
the garbage which passes for 
story-telling these days 
(written in a so-called Eng- 
lish that makes pidgin posi- 
tively Shakespearean) this

is for you. And don’t be 
scared off by that phrase 
“classic manner.’ We are only 
trying to inform you that 
Dr.. Kirk knows how to handle 
our language with the loving 
care it deserves —and to tell 
a thrilling, suspenseful tale 
without resort to gutter talk 
and stomach-turning gore. 
There is, in Hugh Logan’s 
and Mary MacAskival’s monu- 
mental struggle with Dr. 
Jackman, a modern allegory. 
The isle of Carnglass ‘was 
the microcosm of modern exis- 
tence’ in which the forces of 
good and evil, freedom and 
slavery, fought their inevi- 
table battle. But with or 
without the allegory, this 
is a first-rate story - as 
fine a summer’s, or winter’s, 
tale as you can come upon in 
many a modern day.
